At the Swift & Company Produce 
House today it was declared th at the 
company is hauling away and destroy­ 
ing hundreds of dozens of rotten eggs 
every week because of poor m ethods 
in packing and shipping. 
“We buy eggs on a candled basis 
and they m ust be good when we get 
them ,” said George H. Trader, m an­ 
ager of the local produce house. “Eggs 
are w orth easily from $6.00 to $6.30 
a case, so that it is easy to figure out 
that this loss falls heavily on the 
farm ers and poultry men. 
Naturally, 
wre can not pay for rotten or broken 
eggs, but it is possible for the poultry 
raisers of this part of the country to 
save many dollars every week if they 
will only use a little more care. 
“W ith w eather conditions as they 
are now* an egg will spoil in forty- 
eight hours if it is not stored in a 
cool place, and I would suggest that 
eggs be gathered early and m arketed 
frequently.”

Will Be Through the Courtesy of Nor­ 
ton J. Finney, Who Inherited It 
From Estate of His Father, 
the Late F. N. Finney.

Story, first of great American sculp­ 
tors, is to be placed in the art room 
of the public library as a loan from 
Norton J. Finney, of this city, who 
inherited the statue from the estate 
of his father, the late Frederick N. 
Finney, of Milwaukee and Los Ange­ 
les. 
Mr. Finney has been notified by 
the executors of the estate that the 
statue has been shipped to him, and 
with the consent of the board of di­ 
rectors of the horary, it will upon ar­ 
rival he installed and made a part of 
The art collection of that institution 
as a loan exhibit.

beautiful work and was one of tho 
early triumphs of Mr. Story, who, al­

The statue is of wrhite Carrara mar­ 
ble, four and a half feet high and 
stands on a pedestal five feet high 
carved from dark Italian marble. 
Eve is depicted as she is supposed 
to have been in the garden of Eden, 
before sin had come, and entwined 
around her neck is the serpent, pre­ 
sumably tempting with his insidious 
promises of the wonderful things that 
would come to her should she yield to 
his hire and eat of the fruit of the 
tree of knowledge.

In either barns or houses fly traps 
help a little and a g r e a t deal of relief 
may be obtained by mixing half a pint 
of milk, half a pint of water and two 
tablespoonfuls of formalin (I per cent 
formaldehyde).

have so much formalin in them that 
the flies do not drink it. 
A slice of 
bread may be placed in the plate in 
which the mixture is exposed. 
Cows may be protected by means of 
commercial or home-made repellant s.

preferable if they do

much. 
Home-made mixtures of either 
one part of crude carbolic acid or pine 
tar with nine parts of cotton seed oil 
give very good results if applied light­ 
ly, but if applied too heavily they will 
injure the skin and hair and do more 
damage than the flies will.

Prof. Leonard Hascman, of the U ni­ 
versity of Missouri, Gives Some 
Information of Interest to 
Farmers Everywhere. 


The 13-year locust is due to reap­ 
pear in Missouri between 
now' and 
1920. However, there is no fear to he 
held of its ravages, for it is entirely 
harmless, according 
to 
Prof. Hase- 
man, of the college of agriculture of 
the University of Missouri. The lo­ 
cust, he says, is too ill-supplied with 
chances for 
long 
life 
underground 
now' to allow it 
to 
develop in Buffi 
rient numbers to be dangerous. 
The peculiarity of the 
locust, Dr. 
Hascman points out in his bulletin, 
“The Periodical Cicada,” is its long 
life underground. The insect is hatch­ 
ed out and at once takes its place on 
a root of a tree. There it stays for 
thirteen or seventeen years, depend­ 
ing upon to which of the two varie­ 
ties it belongs. 
It comes out then. 
sheds its old shell and flies out for a 
few weeks of active life to reproduce 
its kind. 
The locust lives on sap sucked from 
the roots of the plant 
or 
tree to 
whirh it fastens itself 
w’hlle living 
underground. Its feeding on the plant 
is scarcely noticeable, for it eats so 
slowly that it deprives the plant of 
little food. While in its few weeks of 
active life it eats barely enough to 
keep it alive, because it Is busy with 
its duty of reproduction. 
Only im­ 
mense swarm s can eat enough to af­ 
fect crops appreciably. 
The enemies of locusts 
are birds, 
some mammals, 
mites 
and fungus 
diseases. The plow', the ax 
and 
the 
English sparrow, with the coming of 
civilization, have been its worst ene­ 
mies. Iii sections 
cleared 
for more 
than seventeen years the locust has 
not been able to find enough food to 
support any large drove of its young.

Confronted with paper condi­ 
tions unprecedented in all his­ 
tory, with a rise in price of over 
150 per cent and a shortage in 
production m aking it almost an 
impossibility to get an adequate 
supply, even at the prices quoted, 
the new spapers of this country 
have been and are confronting a 
very serious situation. 
The only 
solution is to reduce consumption 
and th a t’s what m ust be done if 
new spapers are to continue pub­ 
lication. 
How to effect this re­ 
duction in consumption without 
reducing service to the public is 
the big problem now before the 
publishers. 
Newspapers in the large cities 
are w orking on the m atter in va­ 
rious ways, and those in 
the 
sm aller towns m ust do the same 
thing if they would continue to 
exist. 
The additional cost to the Dem­ 
ocrat in one year for white paper 
is very close to #6 ,0 0 0—a sum 
that would be considered a nice 
profit in a business of this size 
anywhere. How then to m eet this 
additional cost of production and 
come out even at the end of the 
year, to say nothing of a profit, 
is the hard task that must be 
met by the m anagem ent. 
A sta rt has 
been made, as 
readers will notice, by X change 
in the appearance of the type in 
which the paper is set. 
By tak ­ 
ing out the lead that has hereto­ 
fore been between each line of 
type, and by which each line was 
m ade to fill two points (as it is 
term ed) 
more space than was 
really necessary, a reduction in 
space used of practically 25 per 
cent has been made. 
T hat is 
with tile sam e am ount of now\s 
printed as before it is m ade to 
occupy 23 per cent less space, 
thus perm itting a reduction in 
the num ber of pages of the pa­ 
per in the sam e proportion. 
U nder this system, then, the 
Democrat can now put into six 
pages the sam e am ount of read­ 
ing m atter, or perhaps a little 
more, a’s it did in eight pages, 
thus saving the cost of the extra 
two pages of white paper, w ith­ 
out in any way taking from the 
reader any of the service for­ 
m erly given.

'I he past year has been one of the 
most prosperous in the history of the 
department of preventive medicine of 
thr* T niversitv of Missouri. The scope 
cf the wrork has 
greatly extend- 
The facilities of the laboratory, 
within reasonable limitations, are open 
to tho physicians in the state in order 
that any citizen, however poor, may 
ha\e all the laboratory lias to offer. 
Dr. M. P. Ravenel, director of tho 
laboratory, is frequently sent out into 
the state to deliver addresses before 
schools, churches and 
other 
public 
meetings. 
They are given on hygiene 
and prevention of diseases, and when 
possible they are illustrated by lantern 
slides. 
Many general inquiries concerning 
the care of children, water supplies, 
disinfectants, foods, milk, etc., come to 
the department from all 
over 
the 
state, and are carefully answered. In 
addition, a health bulletin is sent out 
each week to prepare in 
the 
state. 
These bulletins are short articles on 
health, the prevention of various dis­ 
eases, and items of public interest. 
In the laboratory, antityphoid vac­ 
cine is made. 
It is distributed to phy­ 
sicians of the state free of charge 
upon request. 
W ithin the past year 
5,160 doses have been sent to physi­ 
cians. 
This vaccine generally im­ 
munes the patient for two years. 
During the last year 2,312 specimens 
were received from physicians and 
examined free of charge.

Histed of swabs for diphtheria bacilli 
sputum for tubercle bacilli, blood for 
typhoid reaction, slides for malarial 
parasites, water for sewage pollution, 
general analyses of urine, etc.
